Among all 
the trials and vicissitudes of his seafaring 
life he remained steadfast to the Buddhist 
religion, in which he had been brought up. 
The worshipers of Buddha believe that if 
they die in a foreign country they are cer- 
tain of immortality, and to obtain this 


the cause of religion. 
On each British ship there must be five 
coolies or Indians for every two white sail- 
ors. There were about 70 Buddhists on the 
steamship Arara, the vessel on which Ga- 
broc Dodar died. One of the crew is se- 
jected as the religious head of the crew.

Shortly after leaving the last port Dodar 
evinced a desire to offer himself as a sac- 
rifice for his-religion.

CLAIMS OF BAD FAITH. 


Spanish Commissioners Say That 


Americans Violated Agreement.

“The publication of Secretary Day’s let- 
ter appears to be a breach of the joint 
commissions’ agreement to hold the pro- 
ceedings confidential. The Spanish Com- 
missioners intend to reply by publishing 
M. Cameron's (French Ambassador at 
Washington) letter of the same date. in 
Which he reported to Senator Almodovar 
M. Cameron's conversation with President 
McKinley and Secretary Day, referring to 
Senor Almodovar's making acceptance of 
the protoco] provisional on the the Cortes 

Asse nting. 

“M. Cambon tn this letter wrote to Almo- 
dovar that President McKinley and Secre- 
tary Day were dissatisfied with the reserv- 
ation. whereupon Almodovar wired he 
could answer for the Span'sh government’s 
accepting the letter and spirit of the pro- 
tocol, though the C ortes would have to rat- 
ify the peace treaty, just as is done by the 
Senate {n America: 

“Thereupon M. Cambon telegraphed that 
this was satisfactory to America. and the 
Spanish government then wired the word 
‘accepted.’ Spain -now complains that

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GOVERNING THE COLONIES. 


A forecast of the President’s message which comes frém 
Washington with some show of authority affords a clew to 
the future policy of the Government with reference to the 
recently acquired territory. 

The President, it is said, will recommend that Porto Rico, 
Guam and the Philippines be governed as colonies, not as 
constitutional parts of the United States. For the present 
military government is recommended. Separate tariff sched- 
ules are to be provided to make the colonies self-supporting, 
but free trade with the United States is not contemplated. 
The cheap, ignorant, unskillful labor of the islands being 
more than a match for the stalwart freemen of America, 
in the President’s opinion “extension’’ should not be purchased 
at the cost of commercial ruin of the “mother country.” 

The programme is about what was expected, but it brings 
out in bold relief the fantastic character of imperialism. It 
is a plain confession that a democracy cannot set up an 
imperialism without being untrue to its own principle. The 
two are like oil and water, which will not mix. Americans 
are a political minded, practical people, but they will not find 
it easy to serve two masters.

At this 
point there came, as we learned later, what 
you might call a hitch. Some unhappy sig- 
nalman, they assert, m'splaced a fag of @ 
signal, whereby it was caused to be bee 
lieved that a cruiser had sighted the enemy 
where there was no enemy. In that direc- 
tion, then the fleet gave chase, and though 
the thing was abortive the run was a beau- 
tiful example of what the new navy can do 
at a pinch. Only, if it be et iquette to let 
battleships string out six miles one from 
another in the heat of pursult, let us hope 
that our friends the enemy will not see 
fit to annoy them with destroyers. There 
was one-half hour at least on Friday morn- 
Ing when one of our best Was a gift to 
the other side. Even the lay eye could 
see this, but the professional eye—red and 
dust-blackened, new'y risen from the stoke- 
hold—wasg aggressively sure. It must have 
worked in a “destroyer,” for it looked 
hungrily over the néettings at the strayed 
warship powdering along alone, and prayed 
for the immediate judgments of heaven if 
she could be hove out of the water by 
certain craft it could name, before her con- 
sorts could help her. 

WE DISCOVERED OUR MISTAKE. 

Then, I suppose, we discovered our mise 
take about the enemy. and hurried all to- 
gether for Black Sod Bay, in the hope of 
cutting him off. Arrived at’ the scattered 
islands near the mouth, a cruiser waa sent 
inside to see if any one was at home, while 
the Admiral bade the rest of us “‘walk fore- 
nenst h'm while he considered on it.”’ Me.- 
teorlogically the weather waa now giorious 
—a blezing eun and a light swell, to which 
the cruisers rolled lazily, as hounds roll on 
the grass at a check. Nautically there was 
a good deal of thunder in the air. Every- 
body knew something had gone wrong: and 
when the Admiral announced that he was 
not at all pleased with the signaling 
throughout the fleet, it was no more than 
every one expected. 

Now, the Admiral had some & or © sige 
nalmen and a bridge as broad as a house- 
boat and 4s clear as a ballroom.

HIGH-SPEED SCOUTING. 

Back came the cruiser with news that 
Black Sod Bay was empty.

We 
tramped up.and down through that mar- 
Velous transparent dusk with more than 
the regularity of the metropolitan police, 
There was no lawful night, but a wine- 
colored twilight eut tn half by the moon 
track on the still water. Unless the enemy 
poled along in punts under the shadow of 
the shore and the faint mist that lay along 
it, he could not hope to creep round from 
the north unobserved. The’ signalmen 
blessed their gods—marine ones—that they 
were away from the Admiral; the foc'sle 
and my friend the marine assured the sig- 
nalmen that they would be infallibiy hanged 
at the yard-arm when we reached port, 
and we ali talked things over forward as 
the steady tramp continued. 

“I told you so. ‘E’s found an ‘ole in the 
rules an’ slipped through it,” was the bur- 


den of our song. We must have burned 
more coal than would ever be expedient in 
real war, and we saw imaginary hulls with 
great zeal till the glorious sunrise, cut off 
from the battle, peering over the nettings, 
wet ith cew. and just as ignorant of 
events around us as we shall be when the 
Real Thing begins.

United States nearly three times more to 
market an equal tonnage of farm products 
than it does the farmers of Europe.

Millions 
of dollars of valuable products rot on the 
Spot of their growth by reason of the de- 
fective conditions of communication. 

Up to ‘date, the farmers of Missouri have 


built and repaired the roads. The great 


cities do not contribute. In New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, New York and Pennsyl- 
vania the State aid plan has been adopted, 
and the cities in those States are aiding 
the farmers in building roads. The consti- 
tution of Missouri prohibits the State from 
lending its aid to counties for road con- 
struction, or any other public improve- 
ments. 

The census of 1890 showed that about one- 
fifth of the taxable wealth of the nation 1s 
in the country. Four-fifths is located in 
cities.

The following day the elder Rippeto went 
to the Hagens house to see if he was still 
absent. When Rippeto stepped in the door 
he found Hagens eitting at a table, on 
which was a partly eaten meal. Examina- 
tion showed that he had beer murdered 
and had perhaps been dead for two days. 
So svdden was his death that he d'‘d not 
dro: the knife he held in his hand. The Cor- 
one jury found in the mouth of the 
corpse a plece of meat partly masticated. 

A heavy load of shot was found in Ha- 
gens’ brain, which had entered from the 
back of the head. Hale Wright and other 
citizens of that neighborhood formed a 
committee to uee every means to bring the 
murderer to justice. Hagens, the mur- 
dered man, was ® son of Nathan G. Hagens 
of this county and an uncle of Dr. E. R. 
Hagens of Jefferson City, Mo.

“About 10 o’clock,”’ she said, “‘our door. 
bell rang and I responded, my husband be- 
ing absent from home. I was confronted at 
the door by three men with heavy Masks 
drawn tightly over their faces. 

“One of them pressed a blue steel pistol 
yoint to my head and demanded money. 
Betare I could make any reply another 
member of the trio grabbed a bunch of 
keys out of my hand and pushing by me 
went upstairs. He was followed by the 
third man, while the one who held the pis- 
tol warned me to keep quiet or he would 
shoot. 

“*Just stand where vou are,” he ordered. 
The men With the keys opened a wardrobe 
upstairw and in there found a box contain- 
ing $1200 in paper money. They looked no 
further. but quietly descended the _ stair- 
way and again warning me to make no 
outcry, at the peril of my life, walked east 
on Market street, removing their masks as 
goon as they had turned their backs on 
me. 

“As goon as I recovered from the first 
shock I hurriedly notified the police. I 
could not give a clear description of the 
men, because the masks screened their 
faces. I only know they were of medium 
size and were roughly dressed.” 

As a result of Detective Guion’s Investi- 
gation and the impression he_ received 
during hie interview with Mrs. Dr. Hogan 
he reported to Chief Pickel that he dis- 
credited the robbery story. 

Chief Pickel-gave orders -to continue the 
investigation and to arrest every man 
found acting or even looking in a suspicious 
manner.

BERLIN, Nov. 12.—It has now become 
known that Emperor William, among other 
objects in view, desired to util ze his trip 
to Jerusalem to reunite the German Pro- 


testantism, now split into a score of fac- 
tions, and establish his office of summus 
episcopus, now held merely over the Evan- 
gelcal Church of Prussia, over the whole 
of Protestant Germany. Before starting 
for Pa’estine, the Emperor thoroughly dis- 
cussed the idea.with the highest dignitaries 
of the Prussian Church, Drs. Von Bar- 
hausen, Drysander and others, and also ap- 
proached the church authorities of the oth. 
er German States. 

The Emperor. firmly believed that he 
could realize his plan, ‘but, nevertheless, 
the project utterly miscarried. The Grand 
Duke of Baden represented to the Emperor 
that existing circumstances made it impos- 
sible for the other Protestant Princes of 
Germany to yield to the Emperor's wishes. 
This abortive idea of His Majesty, it ap- 
pears, was responsible for the fact that 
none of the reigning Princes were willing 
to accompany him to Palestine, although 
they so far yielded as to send in behalf of 
each of them an authorized representative 
of the state church. 

The Emperor, however, still cherishes 
the hope that his scheme will eventually 
be realized, and he has frequently reverted 
to it during his trip. In his dispatch to 
the Grand Duke of Baden. His Majesty 
went to the extent of speaking of the 
“Evangelical Church 0 the country,” 
which really has no existence, The leading 
Evangelical organ, Das Volk, says: 

“We are convinced that such a scheme 
will never be realized, for Emperor Will- 
iam’s trip to Jerusalem has itself demon- 
strated how trreconcilable are the offices of 
temporal ruler and sumntus episcopus of 
the state church.” 
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KAISER A MAN OF PUSH. 


He Wears Out Soldiers and Even Re- 

porters in His Journeying. 
BERLIN, Nov. 12.—The newspaper men 
who have been accompanying Emperor Wil- 
liam in his tour of the Holy Land say that 
between that monarch’s marvelous activ- 
ity and the attentions of the Turkish of- 
ficilals, who regarded the scribes as susp!- 
cious characters, they ‘have been suffering 
a veritable martyrdom. One of them writes 
that he has been accustomed to follow 
hounds on foot and has shared the for- 
tunes of the American army in Cuba, but 
these were mere pastimes in comparison to 
following Emperor William. The latter, It 
ajypears, covered the sand road from Halfa 
to Jaffa in two days, a dash seldom at- 
tempted Jn less than three days. Dead 
horses strewed the roads and exhausted 
cavairymen and camels struggled into Jaf- 
fa throughout the night. 

The correspondents who were invited to 
witness the Pmecrer’s entrance into Halfa 
from the yard of the American consulate 
were driven off by tbe Turks, in spite of 
the protest of the Consul, and @ corrTe- 
spondent of an Italian paper, who wrote 
that the Sultan was bankrupting his coun- 
try to entertain. the Emperor, while he 
never paid his soldiers, was cast into prison 
without any charge being made egainst 
him. and was beaten and starved. He suc- 
ceeded. however, in escaping by Oribing 
some of the Turks, and now the Italian 
Government has demanded a heavy indem- 
nity for the correspondent’s arrest and ili- 
treatment.

Never in the ‘history of the St. Louis Po- 
lice Department has there been greater 
and more general activity than that which 
prevailed last night. 

Fariy in the afternoon there was a pri- 
vate conference between Chief Campbell 
and Chief Desmond. Immediately after that 
conference an order was telephoned to the 
captain of each district, and that order in 
substance said: 


Instruct all sergeants to get supper 
earlier than usual and be ready for 
active duty before nightfall. Extra 
Vigilance ig required.

Many of the patrolmen ate their suppers 
at 4:30 o’ulock, instead of 6:30, as has here- 
tofvre been frequently the case. 


Suplemental to the early supper order was 
another, which was delivered with even 
more emphasis. In short, it was an in- 
struction to Sergeants, detectives and pa- 
trolmen to arrest and lock up every sus- 
picious character found on the streets 
after dark, and to put the broadest possible 
interpretation on the phrase ‘‘susp.cious 
character.”’ 

This means that the Four Courts hold- 
over will be filled with suspects, and out 
of the multitude some of the guilty ones 
will probably be found. 

This activity on the part of the police 
comes as a result of the reign of outiawry 
that has recently prevailed. Not for many 
years has the town been so overrun with 
burglars, footpads, sneak thieves and rob- 
bers of every kind. Burglaries and highway 
robberies are of daily and nightly occur- 
rence and men, women and children are 
victims alike, for these robbers are no re- 
spectors of persons. 

Chief Campbell and Chief Desmond unite 
in saying that the outlaws will be driven 
out of town, as many as possible to the 
penitentiary, and to that end the vigorous 
crusade ‘herein outlined was inaugurated 
last night. Patrolmen who begin work at 
11 o’clock a, m. are on duty until 11 o’clock 
at night, and those who go on duty then 
remain until relieved at 11 o’clhock next 
morning.

The “Messenger of Peace” arrived in St. 
Louis at 6 o’clock last night over the Mis- 
souri Pacific and has taken up a position 
just. outside of the train shed at Union 
Station for a week’s stay. 

The ‘Messenger of Peace’”’ is a church on 
wheels. a chapel car. It has been brought 
here to serve as a meeting place for a 
conference of chapel car workers, the first 
ever held. 

The chapel car work is unique in evan- 
gelistic effort. It is a growth of eight 
years. Starting with one chapel car there 
are now five and the sixth is on the way.

Hooley Seems to Have Them Where

LONDON, Nov. 12.—The revelations of 
Ernest Terah Hooley practically closed 
With the collapse of the defense prom:sed 
by the peers, promoters and newspaper 
men whose names figured on the stubs of 
Hooley’s checkbooks, and the historic es- 
tates he bought of the nobility with a 
lavish hand are being auctionec. off for 
far smaller prices than quoted when the 
— Monte Cristo was buliing the mar- 
et. 


As day after Hooley interwove’ great 
names into his stories of unsavory transac- 
tions, lawyers clamored for opportunities 
to refute his allegations by cross-examina- 
tion, and the court, anticipating a long re- 
buttad, allotted six days in the autumn 
for a hearing. When the receiver, on the 
second day, announced that he had fin- 
ished questioning the bankrupt, the court 
inquired whether anyone desired to cross- 
examine him. But a heavy silence fol- 
lowed and the court informed the bankrus® 
that he need not return unless summoned 
to do so. 

“None of them will turn up,” Hooley re- 
torted blandly on leaving the courtroom.

“Guinea pigs,”” resting their defense on

SPANISH 4S FELL IN LONDON. 


The Rumor of a Rupture at Paris 
Had Little Effect on Trading in 
American Securities. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—The short busi- 
ness session on the Stock Exchange was a 
very animated period. The dealings were 
again widely diversified and in heavy vol- 
ume, both in the stock and bond divisions 
of the market. In the main, and after a 
period of hesitation at the opening of busi- 
ness, the market was very firm. The cus- 
tomary end of the week selling to realize 
profits was noted in considerable volume 
and expectations of a further reduction In 
the banks’ surplus reserves and apprehen- 
sions of a rupture of the peace negotiations 
now at Paris also induced some gelling. On | 
the other hand, purchases by commission 
houses were in expanding proportions. 

Although Spanish 4 per cents declined in 
the London market on rumors of a rupture 
in the peace negotiations, the American 
divis.on of the market was strqng at gen- 
eral advances from the local closing level. 
Foreign houses, however, were sellers on 
balance in this market. Notably strong 
features of the market were People’s Gas 
acd sugar Reining. ‘he tirst advanced op 
statements that the company had satisfac- 
torily financed recent purchases of outside 
concerns, Sugar Refining was in urgent de- 
mand from the extended short account, 
which was averse to paying the high pre- 
m.um exacted from the use of the stock in 
the loan market over Sunday. 

‘lhe final changes in the grangers shares, 
Pacitic stock and other Standard issues 
were rather small. The news of the morn- 
ing compa the excellent traffic returns 
of the Louisville & Nashville and South- 
ern Railway companies for the first week 
of October, on which both stocks showed 
great firmness. The changes noted in the 
weekly statement of average bank balances 
about met the common expectation. The 
loss in actual cash amounted to §$2,033,00u, 
which was accounted for by the week's 
withdrawal of Government balances from 
the depository banks. The currency move- 
ment apart from this seems to have been 
evenly balanced. In the loan gccount an 
increase of $9,022,000 was shown, which was 
for the most part the result of the exten- 
sive dealings in securities during the week. 
Deposits rose $7,912,000 and this change, to- 
gether with the reduction in cash, lowered 
the surplus reserves by $4,011,000. The 
banks still hold $15,012,000 in excess of the 
lawful requirements. 


A significant and wholesome feature of 
the stock market of the week has been 
the preponderating interest in the railway 
list of the higher class. That feature, how- 
ever. was a natural reflex of the noted 
conditions in the investment market. 
When investors are willing to purchase 
Securities which return them little more 
than 3 per cent they naturally try to in- 
crease their income by purchase of secu- 
rities of perhaps a lower grade of merit 
as regards security, but of higher net 
returns, 

There is no question that it was actual 
investment buying which was the back- 
bone of the stock market since Tuesday. 
An indication of this is the sluggishness 
of those stocks, avhich nelfther pay nor are 
likely to nav dividends for years to come. 
Large capitalists who keep fully abreast 
of the changes and occurrences in the 
financial situation can afford to buy'St. 
Paul. which pays 5 per cent annual divi- 
dends at 113. and Burlington and Quincy, 
which pavs 6 per cent dividends at 119. 

These stocks, together with the other 
granger roads. a@re practically certain to 
make these and larger returns to their 
stockholders for years to come. There can 
be no reasonable doubt either of the sus- 
tained ability of the Union Pacific and 
Northern Pac'fic companies to pay 4 per 
cent upon their preferred shares under all 
contingenc’es. It is the capitalists rather 
than investors who are now buying these 
stocks and others of the game character. 
With the course of time, and when the 
credit of these companies has become more 
established, the investor class will pay the 
capitalist class 10 or ® points more than 
the present prices for their holdings. 


The appreciation in the prices of ral)- 
way bonds of the second grade is another 
point of interest. Within six months, and 
apart from the interest disbursements of 
the meantime, Union Pacific 4s. Northern 
Pacific 4s and Southern Railway 5s, not to 
speak of many others, have advanced 10 
points and more. There have been no spe- 
cial developments affecting any of these se- 
curities. The enhancement in their value 
has been due simply to considerations of 
their security and returns measured in the 
terms of the money market. The standard 
of value as regards the worth of invest- 
ments is the United States Government 
bond. and in this instance the return to 
the investor is under 3 per cent. 


AN ACCIDENTAL SHOOTING. 
Lucy Griffin, Colored, May Die of a 
Pistol Wound. 

Lucy Griffin, colored, 29 years old, mar- 
ried, and living at 1104 North Thirteenth 


street, received a gunshot wound late yes- 


terday afternoon that will probably result 
in her death. 

She was removed to the City Hospital, 
where Dr.-Otto Sutter performed laparat- 
omy last night. At midnight she was alive, 
but the doctor says her condition is criti- 
cal. 

Mamie Lee, also colored, lives at the same 
number. The women are good friends. 
The Lee woman had a revolver and she 
was showing it to Lucy Griffin. In some 
way one of the cartridges was exploded 
and the ball pierced the Griffin woman’s 
abdomen. At the hospital Lucy Griffin 
made a statement to the effect that the 
shooting was accidental. 

Mamie Lee is locked up pending an in- 
vestigation by the police.

BOOSTED BY CONTINUED 
LARGE EXPORT DEMAND. 


CORN ABOUT A_ STAND-OFF. 


Oats Remain Firm and Steady, Espe- 
cially Spots—Weekly Review of 
Grain, Flour and Hay Market. 


The past week was rather a dull and 
uneventful one on the whole in the grain 
markets, except for the renewed export 
demand on Friday, which stiffened wheat 
perceptibly. For the rest, though, there is 
not much to be said, Friday's close being 
only 4%@%c higher than the Saturday pre- 
vious, so that neither bulls nor bears can 
claim much the best of it. But for the 
export demand on Friday and Saturday 
the week would probably have marked a 
further slight decline, as cables were lower 
Friday and the markets on this side open- 
ed off, and dragged early, until the news 
of 70 loads worked at New York and 0 


more at Baltimore and Philadelphia came 
along and lent support to a market vely 
dull early on. The renewed talk of export 
sales Saturday put the market up @ few 
more points and the gain for the week 
was %@lic for December and %c for May. 

The way this export demand keeps Up 1S 
somewhat surprising, even to the bulls, 
and the bears find their theories knocked 
endwise. The large English and conti- 
nental demand prior to and during the 
Fashoda episode was easily accounted for 
on the ground that Europe was taking the 
precaution of laying in_suppiies in the 
event of war. When the Fashoda incident 
was amicably adjusted the wisest operators 
conceded that the foreign demand would 
ease up. 

That. Europe had been laying in stocks 
above her immediate wants was shown by 
the increase in her visible supply of over 
3,500,000 bushels following a record breaking 
week of shipments from the United States 
of over 6,000,000 bushels, and world's ship- 
ments of over 10,000,000 bushels. On the 
heels of these factors came the assurance 
of Lord Salisbury that there was no pros- 
pect of war on any issue now pending, 
which assurance sent wheat down at Liver- 
pool 1d, and every one supposed, naturally, 
that for a time Europe would not be so 
hungry for American wheat, especially as 
the Russian crop was reported as largely 
in excess of that of last year. But in the 
face of all these factors which, logically 
would tend to diminish the demand abroad, 
exporters continue to buy just as heavily 
as before. 

Fortunutely,the bumper crop of this year 
enables the nited States to supply this 
demand, and still increase stocks at home 
and without sending prices skywards. The 
receipt at primary points continue to be 
extremely heavy, averaging 1,500,000 bu 
daily. Week before last primary receipts 
were over 10,000,000 bu, last week they were 
as large and in spite of the big exports it 
is estimated that the visible supply will 
ehow an increase of 2,500,000; the Northwest 
alone despite the very iarge milling de- 
mand, promising an increase of 1,250, bu. 

There is an apparent discrepancy between 
the visible supply increase and receipts and 
clearances which excites some comment. 
For instance week before last the primary 
receipts were a little over 10,000,000 bu and 
the clearances of wheat and flour 6,773,643 
bu, yet the visible increased only 1,524,u0u 
bu. There are several reasons for this ap- 
arent discrepancy. Some wheat is stored 
in private elevators, a great deal is used in 
milling, some in transit on railroads is not 
included, and there is some dupiication of 
receipts, which makes the total appear 
greater than it is; thus wheat figured in 
the receipts at Minneapolis is reshipped to 
Duluth and aga'‘n figures in the receipts 
there. This is also true of St, Louis, Kan- 
sas City and to some extent at other points, 
Local receipts have been keeping up fairly 
well, until the last two or three days. 
stocks have been approaching those of last 
year in the aggregate, but in the latter 
part of the week there has been no relative 
increase compared with last year. The 
receipts have aggregated more than the 
corresponding time a year ago, but so much 
went through that the strictly loca] re- 
ceipts fell very considerably behind. The 
demand for cash wheat remains fairly good 
but the supply has been. gufficient an 
prices remain about steady. 

Corn has been very steady throughout the 
week, the lowest and highest closing quo- 
tations for the week being only “@%5sc 
apart, the lowest being 3054@30%c for Dec., 
and the highest 3lc. For the week, Nov. 
closed Saturday unchanged from the Sat- 
urday previous, Dec. was 4c lower and May 
lc higher. Until Thursday prices wer: 4@ 
*c higher. The bear factor on Thursday 
was a “‘leak’’ on the Government report, 
which gave the result—as it proved cor- 
rectly—in advance that the report would 
indicate a yield of over 1,900,000,000 bu. This 
is equa] to the first estimate made last 
June. The succeeding report lessened the 
probable yield 100000.000 bu by damage by 
rain. Following this, however, there were 
three months of ideal weather for corn, 
with the result that the yield per acre, ac- 
cording to the Government report, was 
so enhanced as to completely wipe out the 
estimated loss by the early rains. Some 
yronounce the estimate as altogether too 

igh, but it held the market down, al- 
though the decline from Wednesday—the 
highest close of*the week—was only %@%«c. 

he export demand for corn has also been 
instrumental in keeping the market firm, 
but {f the harvest corroborates the Gov- 
ernment estimate, present prices, it is 
thought, will hardly be maintained, in 
view of the large stocks fn first hands of 
the previous two years’ crops. great 
deal depends on the movement, of couree, 
and the demand. The visible supply is 
barely more than half of that of a year 
ago, and if planters a their corn cribbed 

prices may go some higher, but under a 
normal crop movement there seems to be 
no good reason why prices should be main- 
tained 6c above those of a year ago. One 
of the big elevator men, who is not buying 
or selling futures, and is neither interested 
in bulling or bearing the market, {s firm in 
the conviction that sooner or later, before 
the close of the season, corn will sell at 
Chicago at 2&c—it is now around Me. 

Local receipts coytinue only fair, but ap- 
pear to be equal to the demand. e high 
prices of the week before last have not 
been maintained, and 32c is top now for 
No. 2 mixed or white. Stocks do not accu- 
mulate at all. The public elevators have 
only 167000 bu, against 1,706,000 bu a year 
ago, and with this further difference that 
while a year ago 1,160,000 bu were contract 
this year the contract stock is below 30,000 

u. 


The oats market has remained firm and 
steady. with an upward tendency, prices 
at yesterday’s close being %c higher for 
Nov. and Dec. and %c higher for May than 
a week age. As to futures, there .is little 
to be said, as they are so little traded in 
in this market. 

Cash oats remain very strong, and show 
no sign of weakening. The high prices of 
a week ago are maintained right along, No. 
2 white oats bring 28c readily, and good NO. 
¢ sold for that on Friday, while for of- 
dinary No. 2 mixed 2c is obtained and 
zic for Northern. The feeling ecems to be 
all bullish, and some dealers believe No. 
2 white will sell for 3c before another 
week is over. Local receipts continue very 
light—so light that any day’s receipts are 
hardly more than one live firm would re- 
quire, and the total stock in public eleva- 
tors is only about 9,000 bu, against over 
600,000 bu @ year ago. 


"The hay market remains in statu quo. 
The receipts are not large, but they fill the 
demand, and prices have undergone no 
change whatever in the last several weeks. 
The freignt blockade on the East Side has 
been raised, cars are bein switched 
promptly onto the delivery tracks and busi- 
ness is running easy, daily receipts being 
pretty well disposed of as they arr.ve, with 
very little accumulation of stocks. 

The hay men held a meeting Thursday 
afternoon to discuss a compliaint made by 
the Clover Leaf that the hay dealers were 
abusing the five days’ unloading privilege, 
and by letting the time overrun were block- 
ing the yards.

For instant, tne 
Burlington made the same kind of kick as 
the Clover Leaf. They complained of car- 
loads of oats lying unloaded in their yards, 
whereas it proved that on the very day 
the kick was formflated the receipts of 
oats at St. Louls were just one lonesome 
car. 


The flour market has shown ro improve- 
ment whatever in the last week. p till 
Thursday the market was unsettled, with 
a downward tendency, and the expectation 
of a further decline, and neither the do- 
mestic nor export trade will place orders 
intil satisfied that prices have touched bot- 
tom.

New York and Chicago exchange have 
ruled at a small discount throughout the 


week, while sterling exchange has eased 
off, demand bills now_ seli.ng at 4.504%. 
Bankers look for a steady improvement in 
business and report an improvement in gen- 
eral business all over the country. 
Business at the Subtreasury has been 
active and will be even more so this week. 
Quarterly pension checks are now be.ng 
pa.d, and the number cashed this week will 
be unusually heavy. Treasurer Smal] has 
a large supply of gold on hand and pension 
checks are being paid in gold. 
Bond and stock brokers have had a very 
active week, and the outlook with them is 
reported as very encouraging. Bonds have 
been in good demand and transactions have 
been large. Brewery bonds and street rail- 
road bonds have been favorites, and prices 
have held very firm. Bank and trust stocks 
have been less active and show but small 
change during the week. 
The brokers’ meetings on ’'Change have 
been well attended and trading has been on 
the increase. American Brake stock has 
advanced to 108 bid, and a number of other 
securities are quoted at higher figures. 
There is quite a revival of interest in m'n- 
ing stocks reported, and a number of 
stocks are quoted at higher figures, with 
the tendency of prices upward. 
A number of leading brokers are discuss- 
ing the advisability of issuing a dally bond 
and stock quotation sheet, quoting Govern- 
ment, State and city bonds and al! local 
securities dealt in in this market; also 
showing sales at the dally 12:30 cal] on the 
Exchange floor.

‘*l believe great educational bencfit would 
be derived for the people if our city were 
divided into, say four districts, each hav. 
ing one schoolhouse open one evening a 
week, from 7 to 10 o’clock, when a concert 
of high-ciass music or a lecture on Ameri- 
can history or American literature, or on 
any other suitable subject, might be given 
in the interest of the general public. I have 
in mind a sort of public school extension 
in which fathers and mothers might be 
kept in closer touch with the pleasures and 
profits of the school work of their chil- 
dren,

Frederick Douglass, is thoroughly in earn- 
est in her desire to have his body removed 
from Rochester, N. Y., and brought to 
Washington for burial at Cedar Hill, the 
Douglass homestead. 

The children of the colored educator Op- 
pose this idea, however, and strenuously in- 
sist that theit father’s body shall remain 
at Rochester, where he spent 2 years of 
life and where they were raised. 

A talk with Mrs. Douglass developed the 
fact that the removal of the body is only 
one feature Qf a very broad purpose to per- 
petuate the memory of her husband by the 
establishment of an association to be 
known as the Frederick Dougiass Memori- 
cal Historical Association. Her ideas con- 
template not only the creation of a me- 
morial out of Cedar Hill, but alos the erec- 
tion of a monument to her dead hhusband. 

Cedar Hill is a beautiful tract of land 
located in Anacostia, a suburb of the Na- 
tional Capital. The hill rises abruptly 
from the street and Js studded with cedar 
and chestnut trees. An old colonial man- 
sion can be plainly seen from the street. 
It was here that Frederick Douglass estab- 
lished his home soon after coming to Wash- 
ington, and here he lived with his first 
wife. Old residents of the town remember 
her as a particularly dark-skinned woman, 
with all the characteristics of \her race. 
The day of her funeral the gossips freely 
predicted that Douglass would not delay 
in choosing another wife, but no one was 
prepared for the announcement that his 
second wife was white. 

The old man’s action met with no com- 
mendation from his sons, one of whom at 
the time was already past the prime of 
life. Their mother was buried in Grace- 
land Cemetery in Washington, and there 
remained until the cemetery was con- 
demned. 


Adjoining Cedar Hill resided Col. Pitts, 
his wife and two nieces. One of the latter 
was a clerk in the Recorder of Deed’s 
office in Washington, and the Recorder 
was Frederick Douglass. She often worked 
for the white-haired, kind-hearted old} 
man, and grew to love him. She was nota 
young girl, but a woman of education and /! 
unusual intelligence. She did not fear the, 
commente of the public when her mar- 
riage to Frederick Douglass was an-'| 
nounced, and she went to live with him! 
at Cedar Hill. Her uncle, on the adjoin-| 
ing property, refused to speak to her, so 
great was his indignation at her action. 
Mrs. Helen Douglass thought only of the 
wishes of her husband, and hers was ais 
genuine grief when he died. The morning 
after his death Mrs. Douglass had already 
conceived a desire to perpetuate his mem-§|§ 
ory in some way. 

A bill has already been prepared for the

Astronomer. 
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The Star Shower as Astronomers Say 


By Charles Kelsey Gaines. 
OR at least a thousand years the 
earth has encountered this bombard- 
ment of cosmic cinderae just three 
times in each century. 

For example, they fell in great numbers 
on Nov. 12, 1799. On Oct. 13, 1833, there was 
another display of such splendor and ter- 
ror that many fancied the end of the world 
at hand. We had ouw next collision with 
this prodigious clould of star-dust on Nov, 
14. 1866. Such was its Jength that when We 
reached the same point in our orbit the 
following year the proéession had not yet 
gone by, and we got a liberal supplement- 
ary sprinkling. 

Piainly, therefore, these flery birds of pas- 
gage make a complete circuit In about 33 
years, arriving one day later after each 
flight. The swarm is too big to miss, and 
unless all signs fall, on the night of Nov. 15, 
1899, their sparkling plumes wil) again flash 
in the heavens. What we shall see this year 
will be a mere foretaste. 

It ta claiming too much 
know positively about the meteors, 
good reasons for believing. 

To begin with, many meteoric stones— 
mases of mineral] that were actually seen 
to fall from the sky and bury themselves in 
the ground—have from time to time been 
picked up, and these been examined 
and tested in every ‘ivable way. In 
many points theyresemble the strange prod- 
Ucts cast up by volcanoes from their white- 
hot furnace-pots in the dé pths of the earth, 
and they resemble nothing else known to 
tnan. If they are chunks of lava where are 
the voicanoes Which cast them forth? 

Earth’s biggest craters are feeble. 
Even the huge extinct volcanoes of the 
moon were Unequal to the task. On the

sun, however, there are eruptions which 
epurt up blood-red fountains to a height 
greater than that of the moon above the 
earth. It ie quite possible that some of this 
material never returns, but flies away 
through the heavens. 

Even thse explosions on the sun are 
scarcely an adequate explanation, but there 
can do they aiso can do. It Is probable that 
our meteors have been hurled tnto the 
voids of space by volcanic eruptions on 
distant stars. They first come to us as 
comets, which finally dissolve into mete- 
oric streams like that which wil] beg n 
to shower us with its sparks within sev- 
enty-two hours, 

An active volcano, even upon the earth, 
is a terrific spectacle. 

But earth has no- monopoly of volcanos. 
There are others, and tn comparison with 
these others all performances of terres- 
trial volcanoes sink into Insignificance. 

When Krakatao some fifteen years ago 
exploded lke a vast submarine mine and 
showered its hissing fragments ‘over the 
sea for hundreds of miles men fancied that 
Danie’s' Inferno had blown. off its roof— 
which wasn't far from the fact. 

But imagine a cloud of voleante debris 
more than 200,000,000 miles in length—a 
stream of fragments varying from fine dust 
to masses Weighing tons, falling through 
space from beyond the orbit of Uranus, 
with a speed one hundred times greater 
than that of a cannon ball, and showering 
the earth and her eister planets with its 
fiery hall! 

Yet this is simple truth. The eruptions 
of Vesuvius and Krakatao are not more 
real. If you will keep midnight watch to- 
night, Monday and ‘Tuesday, you can 
scarcely fall to see unmistakable evidence

Some of the substances found in meteors 
are similar to those cast up by earth 
yoleanoes. Iron, for instance, is a metal 
never found in the native state upon our 
planet except in certain lavas. But all 
aerolites contain it, and many are ghiefly 
made up of it. Moreover, this meteoric 
iron when polished and etched with acid 
shows a singular frost-like tracery of lines 
and figures. Such marking are hever 
found on iron emelted in Partaéhe wrought 
by human hands, but they are found on 
the crystalline masses formed by cooling 
lavas. The stony matter also is lava-like, 
with a curious granular structure, and of- 
ten with imprisoned globules of water. 


sparks 


Such results can only be obtained where 
inordinate heat Is squeezed down by enor- 
mous pressure—exactly the condition that 
prevalls in a volcano'’s subterranean cru- 
cibles. 

There are reasons why meteors could not 
come from earth volcanoes. No crater on 
the earth could hurl its lavas to such a 
height; nor could they fall back with such 
velocity Meteors, notably those of the 
November swarm, often etrike into our 
atmosphere with a speed of 2 miles a 
second, a velocity «0 great that the heat 
of collision even with the thin upper air 
instantly burns up or dissipates in vapor all 
the lesser masses. 

Only the heaviest stones ever reach the 
ground, and even these commonly burst in 
fragments while still ebove the clouds, 
Their fight is swifter than the course of 
our planet around the gun, and about 


equals the rate which would be attained by 
a body dronving down from the sky. 
Again, altnough no new elements have 
been discovered in them, these mysterious 
stones exhibit combinationa which cannot 
be produced upon our earth, which are nev- 
er found even in Its lavas. Our vital oxy- 
gen is often almost wholly wanting, and in 
its absence strange and seemingly !Impos- 
sible unions are formed, ase in the extraor- 
dinary cOmpound of phosphorus, tron 
nickel, called schreibersite, which appe 
in nearly all aerolites, but never elsewhere. 
Some have suggested that the huge 
craters seen on the moon—far greater than 
any that the earth can show—may have 
belched forth these showers of e6tones that 
still pelt us from the sky. But these lunar 
monsters are dead. Their fires have been 
out for thousands of years; their throats 
are choked with glassy lakes of frozen 
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estate they were not 
equal to the task. We, must go further. 
Let us look, then, to the sun. There 
least is power enough, for it is the driv 
wheel of this vast planetary engine 
which arth is smal!

When the ferfyboats put out again Walsh 
was one of the first to cross, but later he 
returned again to the Canadian shore and 
flew his kite with success, receiving the re- 
ward. This cord was used to pull a heavier 
string over the chasm, which was followed 
by still heavier ropes and cables, and then 
by wires. This was the foundation for the 
first suspension bridge over the gorge. Now 
there are four. 
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ELECTRIC POWERS. 


LECTRIC power for sewing machines has 
fe formerly been applied from the motor to 
the spindle through gearing, but a new 
German electric sewing machine has the metor 
power applied directly to the spindle. 

The poStal service of the German Government 
uses 1400 railroad cars, which are lighted elec- 
trically. 

An “inepector of motor car traffic’’ has been 
recently -anpointed for Paris, the competitors for 
which must pass an examination. He will receive 
about $12 per week, with an allowance of $100 
per year for traveling expenses. 

In train lighting abroad a dynamo and accu- 
mulators are carried in the guard’s compart- 
ment, the dynamo béing driven from a belt on the 
car axle, the belt being so mounted that when the 
speed of the axle exceeds a certain amount the 
belt is made to slip, so the speed of the dynamo 
is practically constant, 


A curious state of things was observed in inves- 
tigating the electrolysis of water pipes in Day- 
ton, O., in which it was found that stones and 
pebbles near the pipes in some cases seem to 
have been electroplated with the metal of the 
pipe, which one of the experts believes has never 
been observed before. 

An ingenious method of blowing a steam fac- 
tory or any other whistle at any predetermined 
time, has been successfully arranged by Ellwood 
Ivins of the Ellwood Ivine Tube Co., Oak Lane 
Stution, Philadelphia. The device consists of a 
combination of steam, electricity and clockwork. 
The clock is provided with an index, which may 
be set at the time at which it is desired to blow 
the whistle. When the pointers of the clock reach 
the set time the circuit is closed, and by means of 
an electromagnet the steam ie turned on and 
the whistle blows. The method tis also applicable 
as a protection against fire, by including a ther- 
m.ostat in the circuit. It is entirely automatic and 
requires no more attention than the winding of 
the clock. 

Of the monster that fs houeed In the great 
dome, Prof. George FE. Hale director of the Yale 
Ovservatory, says: 

‘In taddition to the ordinary appliances for 
actuating the quick and slow motions and clamp- 
ing the telescope, a complete system of electric 
motions, clamps and fllumination is _ provided. 
Conveniently placed switches at the eye end and 
at the equatorial head enable the observer or his 
assistant on the balcony to start or stop the 
slow-motion motors, and to clamp or unclamp in 
ascension and declination, by simply pressing 
kncbe. The ‘quick-motion motors are’ controlled 
by switches, and from the eye end by cords. The 
circles are illuminated by incandescent lamps, 
cornected with switches at the eye end and on 
the head. Provision is also made for electric illu- 
mination of the micrometer wires, 


VERY FEW DECISIVE 
BATTLES IN HISTORY. 


A PROLIFIC subject for dispute among histo- 


rians is a list of fifteen great battles of the 
world, prepared in 1851. Prof. Creasy of 
Cambridge published a book entitled, ‘“The. Fif- 
teen Decisive Battles of the World, from Mara- 
thon to Waterloo,” at that time. The author was 
afterward knighted and died Sir Edward Creasy. 
Hallam had previously mentioned ‘Marathon, Ar- 
bela, the Metaurus, Chalons and Letpsic as the 
most decisive battles of the world. Inspired by 
lallam's idea Creasy added ten battles to the ust. 
Kighty-four vears have passed since the battle 
of Waterloo, with which Creasy closed his list. 
There have been decisive battles since then. Here 
is his list of fifteen decisive battles: Marathon, B.

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A PROSPECT OF WAR 
IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


N SOUTH AMERICA the prospects of war be- 
| tween the republics of Chill and Argentina are 
daily growing mote threatening. These two 
powers, whose territory covers all of the South 
American continent south of the tropic of Cap- 
ricorn, except the 73,000 square miles of Uruguay, 
edjoin each other for a distance of 200 miles. For 
2000 miles*meastired almost due north and eouth, 
their common boundary is the “Cordillera of the 
Andes.” It is a difference of claim as to what 
constitutes the continuous crest of this mountain 
System that has. caused the dispute which may 
result in war, Chill has 30,000 men under arms. is 
drilling her troops and the talk everywhere in the 
streets, the barracks and the drinking places of 
her towns is of war. In Argentina there is lees 
evidence of military activity, but this republic, 
too, is preparing for the war if war must come. 
From 1810, when they gained their independence 
from Spain, up to 183, Argentina, which had 
formed part of the Spanish vice-foyalty of La 
Plata, and Chili got along amicably together. 
They had too much land near their capitals and 
commercial cities that needed settling up to 
bother themselves about their comMon mountain 


boundary, or the precise division between them of. 


Patagonia, the straits of Magellan and Tierra del 
Fueg« beyond. It was when Chili, in 1843, founded 
a colony at Port Famine, on Magellan's straits, 
that trouble first began between her and her east- 
ern neighbor. Despite the protest of Argentina, 
Chili went ahead with her colony, which, four 
years later, she transferred to Puntas Arenas, a 
stronger strategic point for the control of the 
straits. More than once Chili’s pretensions in the 
Straite of Magellan have brought the two coun- 
tries to the verge of war. 

In 1881, through the friendly offices of the Amer- 
ican ministers resident in both countries, a treaty 
was made having for its purpose the definite es- 
tablishment of the common boundary between 
Chill and Argentina. By its terms Chili retained 
half of Tierra del Fuego, the entire Straits of 
Magellan and the north shore of the etraits from 
the east entrance to the point where the 70th 
meridian crosses the 652d parallel of latitude, 
Thence the boundary, it was agreed; should con- 
tinue due west to the Andes and follow the moun- 
tains mentioned to Bolivia along the peaks and 
valley summits which divide the watersheds elop- 
ing respectively to the Atlantic and the Pacific 
oceans. 

When i{t came to the survey and establishment 
of this boundary by a joint commission the dis- 
pute was renewed, and so far no satisfactory set- 
tlament has been reached. The Afgentinas con- 
tend that the boundary should lie from peak to 
peak along the highest mountain ranges, without 
reference to the crests of the lower lands between. 
A line so laid would in Southetn Chili cut across 
several channels of the Pacific, leaving the heade 
of the estuaries within the limits of Argentina, 
and would include for that power certain islands 
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The boundary that caused the trouble 


and parts of islands. The right, however, to any 
part of the Pacific coast Argentina has agreed 
to waive, and it may here be said that on one 
point in the negotiations both powers are in 
agreement, that under no conetruction of the 
treaty will Chili claim territory in the Atlantic 
or Argentina demand a port in the Pacific. But 
Chili stands fast by the clause of the treaty 
which defies that ‘The boundary line from 
north to south, as far as the fifty-second parallel 
of latitude, shall run over the highest mountains 
of the Cordilleras, which divide the waters, and 
shall pass between the sources flowing down 
either side.’’ 

In the event of war between the two countries 
Argentina at first glance would seem stronger. 
She is the more populous country, having 4,500,- 
00) inhabitants to Chili's 3,000,000, and she is near- 
er Europe, to which both countries must resort 
for military and naval eupplies. But a large 
proportion of Argentina’s population—one-fourth 
by the best estimate—are of foreign birth, many 
of them unnaturalized. They hold most of the 
property in the republic, and are not inclined 
to enlist In a patriotic war. Argentina, moreover, 
is in debt $500,000,000, and her latest attempt to 
raise a loan, an amount of $15,000,000, was met 
coldly by the Rothschilds and others to whom 
she applied. 

<hile’s people are homogenous, only 10 per cent 
of their number being of foreign birth, They are 
a hardy, brave and enterprising people, intensely 
patriotic and eager to sustain the record of suc- 
cess that they made in their late war with Bo- 
livia and Peru.

Atlantic Deep-Water Canal.—From Boston across 
Cape Cod, by Long Island Sound, the Jersey in- 
lets, the coast sounds, etc., to the Gulf. Useful 
for peace or wat. Profect. 

Backbone Rallroad.—From United S’ates throuch 
Mexico, Central America, Colombia, Peru, étc., 
to Argentina. Project: partial surveys made. 

Deep-Water Canal.—Twenty-four feet deep chan- 
nel from Chicago through the lakes to the Al- 
lantic seaboard. 

Irish Sea Tunnel.—Dublin to Holyhead, to permit 
mail trains to pass from London to Galway Bay, 
Treland, unbroken. Projected and surveyed. 

Irish Canal.—Galway to Dublin, to shorten Atlan- 
tic passage, 

Two English Canals.—From the Severn to the 
Thames, connecting Bristol, Oxford, Reading 
and London; from the Severn to the Wash, 
through Birmingham.

Trans-China Railway.—American end Belgian 
syndicates: Hong-Kong to Peking, through fer- 
tile and populous region. Projected apd surveyed 
in part: plenty of capital. 

Cairo—Cape railway, from Alexandria, on the 
Mediterranean, up the Nile by Lake Tangany!- 
ka and across Matabeleland to Cape Colony; 
completed nearly to Khartoum, The conquest of 
the Mahdiste opens the way fer the remainder 
of the roads. Would be even longer than the 
Russian Ine to Viadivostock.

THE OLDEST FLOWER 
EXTANT IS THE ROSE. 


O GRBAT ta the antiquity of the rose that 
all accounts of tte origin have been lost. 
There seems every reason to believe that 

the national flower of England is the oldest of 
which there any record; to Engliehmen, at 
least. it seeme @ case of survival of the fittest. 
It is not mentioned in the biblical writings earlier 
than the retgn of Solomon, but the allusion to tt 
then made is such as to indicate that the flower 
had already long been known.

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A PLEA FOR VEGETARIANISM. 


ROF. LBO WIENER of Harvard University 

p has a new theory on vegetarianism, found- 

ed on his observation of animals, end from 
these observations proceeds to show that the 
human race will eventually become vegetable eat- 
ers by foree of circumstances. He says: 

“Looking at vegetarianism in the light of com- 
parative anatomy it is self-evident that men was 
designed to be a vegetarian and nothing else. 
Quadrupeds are divided into classes according to 
tneir foods, and with the single exception of man 
no animal as a class hes ever varied from the 
design of nature. 

“These classes are the carnivorous or flesh-eat- 
ing, the fruit-eating, the grass-eating and the 
omnivorous. Eech of these classes has distinc- 
tive organs adaptable to the digestion of the 
kinds of food it eats and to no other kinds. 

Man has artificially become an omnivorous ani- 
malin spite of the fact thet anatomically he is a 
fruit-eating animal. It is an amusing and signifi- 
cant fact that the only typical omnivorous animal 
is the pig. Man is trying hard to be e pig. 

“The carnivorous animals al] have very short 
intestines, adapted only to the digestion of meat. 
They have only one stomach, ard could not dl- 
gest grass as the cow does. Their teeth are all 
long and sharp, so that they can tear meat, but 
they have no flat-topped teeth to grind vegetable 
foods as man has. 

“It has been said that the so-called ‘canine’ teeth 
of man are like those of the carnivorous animal, 
and that this is an indication that man is an 
omnivorous animel. This is mot correct. These are 
not canine teeth, strictly speaking. To be sure, 
they are somewhat pointed, but they are flat also 
flat and pointed, and not reund and pointed, like 
those of the carnivorous animals. 

“The grass-eating’ animalg have several stom- 
acha—from two to five—and very long intestines, 
specially adapted to the digestion of grass. They 
have also flat-topped teeth for grinding. 

“The fruit-eating animals gre the only ones that 
resemble man. They have only one stomach and 
a medium-length alimentary canal, half-way be- 
tween that of the carnivorous and the grass-eat- 
ing claases. The nearest animal to man is the 
monkey and the ape. They are fruit-eaters. 

“No meat-eating animal jn the world haa the 
horizontal movement of the lower jaw in eating 
a3 man-has. This is proof positive that man is not 
@ Meat-eater, according to the design of nature, 

“From an economic standpo‘nt it can easily be 
eeen that man must sooner or later become & veg- 
étarian, This is merely a question of time and a 
matter of room. The increase of civilization and 
of population gradyally must do away with cattle 
raising because of the absolute demand for land 
for cultivation. 

“When we eat meat we are eating the product 
of the earth at second hand. The vegetation has 
been eaten by the Animal, and a large part of it 
converted into bone and tendon and wasted, and 
we eat only what is left and made into flesh. 

‘To reduce the economic problem to figures: 

One acre of land which would furnish enough 
flesh to support one man would furnish enough 
grain to support ten men. Thus you see when the 
increased population causes an increased demand 
for food and for land on which to raise food, it 
will become necessary to raise that which is tha 
most economic, in other words, that which will 
produce the most per acre, 
' “The hygienic argument you can obtain from 
any reputable physician, who will tell you thet 
meat-eating is heating to the blood, that it is 
especially a stimulant rather than a food ,and 
that there is great danger of thé transmission 
of serious diseases from animal to man. 

‘““Meat-eating in the ideal stage is bad enough. 
If the animals that we eat were in all the health 
with which mature endows them,”roaming wild 
and free over the open fields, with plenty of exer- 
cise, and permitted to choose of their own free 
will from the best of the varigus vegetable 
growths for their food, that would be one thing. 
But as civilization has advanced caftle are raised 
for the sole purpose of slaughter. 

“Any veterinary surgeon will tell you that ani- 
mals kept without exercise will contract and pro- 
pagate various diseases which are practically un- 
known to them in their wild state. They are arti- 
ficially fattened, and this kind of fat is not the sort 
of material which we should put into our bodies, 

“But it is.the appalling character of the dlis- 
ease in meat which frightens us. Tuberculosis, 
one of the most common and fatal of diseases 
among cattle, causes great destruction of human 
life by consumption. A recent alarming spreai 
of leprosy in Norway, Hawaii and tha other fish- 
eating countries is traced direotly by scientists 


to the eating of fish 

A been performed by Dr. Lucas Champion- 
niere, of the Beaujohn Hospital, Paris, in 

which a torn muscle was mended exactly as one 

might mend a torn garment. 

The patient was a day laborer upon whom a 
heavy ladder had fallen. After two weeks’ intense 
suffering he was diagnosed by Dr. Championniere, 
who decided that the great triceps muscle of the 
thigh was fractured. The bone was not broken. 

Dr. Championniere made a deep cut and found 
that the big muscle was indeed torn near the 
Knev and that the severed edges had parted, the 
gap being filled with clotted blood and synovial 
fluid from the knee Two silver wires were 
carried from the knee pan to the triceps tendon 
above. ‘ 

The patient healed rapidly, 
had a relapse. Championniere cut down on the 
knee a second time. Above the level of the stump 
of torn triceps muscle and tendon he threaded a 
strong piece of silver wire perpendicularly to the 
fiber of the muscle. Then two paraliel pieces of 
wire were passed through the knee pan and over 
the traneverse wire. Then he was able to stretch 
the tendon to meet the Knee pan. Catgut was 
then used in sewing the muscle. 

The man left hospital In tnree weeks. 
month later he could walk.

them personally. The fear of a mid-day meal is 
very common among brain-workers. A g00d 
luncheon is apt to interfere with inspiration, es- 
Pecially if any form of alcohol be taken. Tea, 
Very popuiar with scholars, ig less objectionable as 
to its immediate effects, but it is very dangerous 
to digestion, especially among scholars, ‘who, like 
workwomen, usually take [too much and prefer 
their tea to be strong. “red as blood,” as Garrick 
used to say. The chief danger in taking toe lignt 
a mid-day meal is that the student Is at his worat, 
physically, just before dinner time. Hence dinner 
is rendered a fresh source of dyspepsia, and if he 
strolls about before the evening meal he is apt 
to take cold, 

The special stimulants of great men have been 
recorded in their memoirs. One of the most re- 
markable records of this kind has come to light 
in Aubrey’s “Brief Livesa,”’ founded on notes taken 
by the author in the middle of the seventeenth 
century. Few drinks are more distrusted among 
brain-workers in these days than ale, but Prynne 
seems to have thought otherwise. He was a 
voluminous writer, and his pamphiets lost him his 
ears and endangered his head. 

Aubrey informs us that “about every three 
hours (Prynne’s) man was to bring hima roll and 
pot of ale to refocillate his wasted spirits; so he 
studied and drank and munched some bread, and 
this maintained him unti! night; and then he mae 
a good supper. Now he did well not:to dine, 
which breaks off one’s fancy which will not pres- 
ently be regained.” 3 
-The danger of a priori reasoning may ’be seen 
from the above quotation. Those who have for- 
gotten about Prynne would take him from this 
note of his diet to be a Bohemian of a wdil-known 
old-fashioned type, yet Re was a stern, ufcompro- 
mising Puritan who suffered mutilation, and pil- 
lory, and had a violent and very un-Bohemian 
prejudice against the stage. The diet does not 
then proclaim the man. We doubt, hpwever, if 
the serious student of the end of the nineteenth 
century would do well to “refotillate his wasted 
spirits’ by drinking a pot of ale every three hours, 
Prynne was perhaps wise not to dine, which 
meant to lunch In those days, and implied a very 
heavy meal. But the munching of rolls all day 
and the “good supper” were questionable. His 
style was very caustic; perhaps because of the 
misrule of Charles L., but possibly, also, through

quires all Southern cattle to be washed in 
before crossing the lime, and there are only 
three dipping stations on the line, or, as 
it were, three places in its immense length 
where the river is passable. The stations 
are Ft. Worth, Tex., Mammoth Springs, 
Ark., and East St. Louis. 


Experiments with the application of the 
dip and its effect -were conducted at Ft. 
Worth under governmental] supervision dur- 
ing the summer, In September the dip was 
pronounced efficacious, and a dipping sta- 
tion was established at Mammoth Springs, 
in Vernon County, close to the State line 
between Arkansas and Missouri, which Is 
the quarantine line in that section as well. 


Since that time many thousand head of 
cattle have ewum through the oil and sul- 
phur at Mammoth Springs, which has be- 
come the great gateway to the North as 
Dodge City, Kan., was‘in the halcyon days 
of the cattle business, 

The dipping apparatus at East St. Loults 
was put into operation last week. It con- 
sists of a tank 15 feet long, 9 feet deep, 
and not wide enough to turn = around 
ae 3 The depth is under ground 
Side walls rise 10 feet above the surface. 
The entire inside is lined with zinc. A 
narrow run leads to the platform at one end 
from which the cattle are precipitated into 
the bath. An incline leads from the bot- 


tom of the tank, ag the other end of which 
the soused bovines clamber to a pen. Once 
an animal is forced on to the platform a 
gate is shut behind, and there is no re- 
treat, 

A big red steer took the initial plunge. 
It seemed that everybody connected with 
the National Stock Yards@#from General 
Manager Chesley to the boys who drive 
hogs, was there: Two burly colored cow- 
boys and two equally burly white men 
whooped the steer through the run until 
his front hoofs were on the platform. The 
steer stopped,-despite the twisting of his 
tail, and surveyed the surroundings.

Prince Victor Napoleon, 
who has just abdicated, has regarded him- 
self since his father’s death as Napoleov 
VI., although his father, old Prince Pion 
Pion (in the Napoleonic calendar Napoleor 
V.) expressly gave the crown by will to 
his younger son, Louls. Here !s an inter- 
esting complication. If Prince Victor re 
fused to regard the wishes of Napoleon \V. 
as to the succession of the crown, whp 
should Charlies Bonaparte of Baltimore re 
gard the wishes of Napoleon I.? 

But the American, Instead of putting 
“Napoleon, Emperor and King,” on his 
office door, has the more simple and much 
more practical sign, ‘“‘Charles Bonaparte, 
Attorney and ‘Counselor-at-Law.” 

The father of Prince Victor was the half 
brother of the father of Charles Bonaparte 
of Baltimore. In other words, Charles, 
Louls and Victor are cousins. 

When Napoleon III. was on the throne of 
France Jerome and Charles Bonaparte of 
Baltimore went over to Paris and entered 
into a long law sult in the French courts 
to get a legal] definition of their status, 

They did not gucceed In being named as 
possible heirs to the throne, but succeeded 
in every other respect. To Jerome, tye eld- 
er brother, a graduate of West Point, was 
given commission tn the French Army, 
and he Was made an official of the Imperial 
household. He died in 1893. Charles re- 
turned to Baltimore and resumed his law 
practice. That imperia) crown which Betsy 
Patterson dreamed to see upon the head of 
her grandson wis stll far away from Bal- 
timore, and after a few years it vanished 
from France.

IAm is as famous for rubles as Ceyion 
is for sapphires. H. Warrington 
Smyth, who was chief of the De- 

partment of Mines in the little kingdom, 
has written an interesting book, “Five 
Years in Siam,” and in it he gives a vivid 
picture of the curious men and the curious 
occupation the search for these precious 
gems brings out. It has been known for 
some centuries that there were jewels in 
profusion tn one particular spot. But the 
King refused to permit any disclosure to 
be made of the location and the industry 
languished. At last European intervention 
relaxed the ancient restrictions and the 
Shans began to flock to the mines. 

The Shans are a brave, a wandering and 
an adventurous people, and they make 
ideal jewel hunters. Every one of them is 
under the charm of the bright bit of pree 
clous crystal for which he gifes his life, @ 


devotion which Mr. Smyth notes as 4iffer- 
ing from and more elevated than the greed 
of the gold hunter. The Shan its a proud 
man, too, and knows his proper station in 
the world. He will obey without question 
any European who ie sufficlently endowed 
by nature and education to command his 
respect; but the mere European adven- 
turer he despises and will not submit to, 
Interference with his just rights he is 
also quick to resent, as the Europeans at 
the head of the jewel mining were quick 
to discover. One of the companies having 
obtained the concession of the mines at 
Nawong and elsewhere they notified the 
2300 miners in and about the place that, if 
they mad® use of the land of the con- 
cern, they should sell their findings to the 
concern’s agents at a fixed price. Meas- 
ures were taken to enfdrce this law. 

In a rémarkably short time the com- 
pany found itself almost alone itn the wil- 
derness its restrictions had created. Hard- 
ly 200 remained, and at Bo Yaw, similarly 
placed, the number shrank from 1500 to BM. 
Some of the miners left for mines else- 
where, most of them for their homes. It 
was an attempt to deprive them of their 
right of an open market and they would 
not put up with it.

When the 
mines were first opened to the public, so to 
speak, not one in 30 of the miners lived. 
Even now the duration of life among those 
who remain steadily at work through suce 
cessive years is nothing to boast of, though 
everything which has happened has been 
favorable to an Increase of years. Still 
another reason lies in the accuracy of the 
eye of the Bhan.

and middle age, were blanks to her. She 
made frequent references to her inability 
to recollect where she had been and how 
she had lived. It was apparent that her 
memory was chaotic, Frequent long pauses 
impressed this opinion, and she further 
strengthened it by — frequently repeating 
things which she seemed clear on.
